New Law for a New Era 


Te UNVEILING OF THE 
_ Anglo-French supersonic Con- 
corde airliner a few days ago added 
urgency to the words of Canada’s 
External Affairs,Minister Paul Mar- 
tin who a short time before had 
spoken of the new problems in na- 
tional and international air law 


which are being presented. Such 


giant aircraft as the Concorde—un- | 


doubtedly to be followed by others 
—will make necessary new agree- 
ments on service, new provision for 
the rights of people on the ground 


and in the air, and a new approach » 


to legislation governing the world’s 
flying space which now will shrink 
more quickly than ever. 

It is odd but true that in some 
respects more progress in legal con- 
cepts has been made in space travel 
than in air travel, for the newness 
of the former medium has made 
necessary new guides for its 3 
Thus the recent Outer Space T: 
laid the basis for the peaceful ex- 
ploration and use of outer space, 
the moon and other celestial bodies. 


This is a move toward a common 


rejection of the military use of 


- space—a concept which has had 


very limited application in the na- 
tions’ use of the air. Like new de- 
partures in international control of 
the ocean floor and its resources, 
the discussions on space indicate a 
recognition of a new global respon- 
sibility among the nations—the 
glimmering of an understanding 
that the earth must be kept safe 
for the benefit of all peoples. 

Mr. Martin raised some specific 
points in his address to the Second 
International Conference on Air and 
Space Law. Two.matters of pres- 
ent concern are agreements on as- 
sistance and return of astronauts, 
and on the liability for damage re- 


sulting from launching objects into 
space. Here even the basic terms 
must be defined before any concrete 
agreement can be reached, And 
there may be interesting repercus- 
sions, for the new concepts in re- 
gard to space liability, for instance, 
may bring about a new look at ex- 
isting practices in regard to liabil- 
ity in the air, because obviously 
there would have to be a measure 
of harmony in the approaches of 
the law to these two problems. 

Jurisdiction in air space may 
be enforceable at comparatively low 
altitudes, but outer space raises new 
problems, Equally so does the im- 
pending era-of giant airliners with 
their sonic booms and the ground 
Measures necessary to counteract 
them. The new airports which will 
be necessary create questions of lo- 
cation and public liability. Recogni- 
tion of the principle of freedom of 
the air, with its problems of over- 
flight, will require a high degree of 
international integration in pooling 
arrangements, union agreements, 
and mergers to spread the enormous 
costs of the new equipment over 
larger business bases. This indi- 
cates that bilateral agreements in 
air travel may soon become obso- 
lete and that far-reaching multilat- 
eral agreements will be necessary 
from now on. 

In meeting these new problems 
of air space, the growing experience 
in outer space law is bound to ex- 
ert some influence on our thinking. 
The questions raised by the impact 
of technology are pushing the na- 
tions into new fields of international 
co-operation. Our jurists will have 
to meet this challenge as success- 
fully as the scientists and engineers 
are meeting theirs.

The foremost current ‘ex- 
ample of this is South Vietnam’s re- 
lations with the United States 
where, although the former is en- 
tirely dependent on the latter mili- 
tarily and largely dependent econ- 
omically, the two still fail to act in 
concert. 


President Johnson, in his latest 
television address to his country, 
made the point several times that 
peace might be found through in- 
formal talks between South Viet- 
namese President Thieu anti leaders 
of the National Liberation Front. 
The reaction of President Thieu was 
that he would talk to NFL spokes- 
men only if they defected to the 
Saigon regime. This intransigence 
on the part of a chief of state who 
is in effect little more than an 
American puppet may seem strange 
unless it is recognized that the Un- 
ited States is also a captive of the 
South Vietnam government. The 
Saigon regime is ‘no doubt involved 
in corruption; some of its army 
lacks the will to fight; it delays land 
reforms or economic reforms which 
are necessary; but it knows that the 
investment of the United States in 
terms of men killed, money spent 
and prestige committed is so great 
that an American withdrawal is im- 


possible unless Saigon is willing to 
negotiate. 

West Germany and Greece are 
two other vivid examples of how 
“client states” can' entrap their 
sponsor. Both were armed by the 
United States as bulwarks against 
Communism; both are proving to 
be an embarrassment—Greece with 
its reactionary military dictatorship 
based on American arms, and West 
Germany with its awkward attitude 
toward the nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty. . 

There are many other instances 
of the same phenomenon, and not 
only for the United States but for 
Soviet Russia, which also éxercises 
extra-territorial influence. China 
was the “client state” which got out 
of the eontrol of Russia, while Cuba 
is a thorn in Moscow’s side and Yu- 
goslavia, Romania, Egypt and Syria 
are also providing headaches. 

The lesson seems to be that for- 
eign aid inculcates self-sufficiency 
in the beneficiary, which in. turn 
leads to a tendency to throw off the 
reins of the donor country. In the 
enlightened foreign aid programs of 
today this, of course, is the objec- 
tive. But another factor in the ul- 
timate decline of “imperialistic” ges- 
tures is that too often the donor 
nation fails to adapt to new condi- 
tions inside and outside the evolving 


client state. Seeking mainly to re-.

its influence consequently dwindles.

A Losing Battle With the Calendar 


M® PEARSON, the most incurably 
optimistic prime minister in our 
history, is once again in trouble with the 
calendar. As the cen- 


festly cannot be fit- 
ted into centennial 
year, the unfinished 
business will have to 
be carried forward as 
it was at the end of 
1964 and again at the 
end of 1966. The 
difficulty is certainly 
not on this occasion 
attributable to an 


Western 

obstructionist opposition. After the 
struggles’ of last spring, the government 
planned a centennial session devoted 


largely to social legistation of a 
character unlikely to divide members on 
partisan lines. 

A good deal of time has been given 
over to matters such as capital 


punishment and divorce reform and * 


more weeks will be demanded when 
Parliament resumes. In addition the 
Conservatives under Mr. Stanfield’s 
leadership have been markedly co- 
operative, according the government a 
valuable breathing space by treating the 
issue of national unity, at least for the 
present, as out of bounds. 


Financial Upset 


What was obviously not contemplated 
when Mr. Pearson, in a burst of August 
enthusiasm, proposed a bill-a-day pace 
for the resumed session, was the 
financial crisis, which necessitated a 
second budget. But the proposal was 
never a realistic objective. There has 
always been a gap between the 
goverrment’s aspirations, which are 
limitless, and its capacity to manage 
Parliament’s business. For example, no 
prime minister has attached such 
importance to committees, but im fact a 
dozen of them are not organized even 
now, and the list of dormant _groups 
includes such important committees as 
that on public accounts. 

In announcing his decision to resign 
following the Liberal Jeaderstiip conven- 
tion next spring, Mr, Pearson left the 
impression that what he had in mind was 
a bit of tidying up when Parliament 
returns in January, a short break and 
then a new session, But he was rather 
vague abdut these plans and seemed 
more concerned to dispel the impression 
that, as outgoing leader, he would suffer 
any diminution of authority either in his 
party or in Parliament or in the federai- 
provincial conférence next February. 

It may, in fact, be a good thing if Mr. 
Pearson .on this occasion, falls even 
farther behind in his struggle with the 
calendar. For a new session prior to 
April will: mean a new throne speech, 
written of eourse by the present prime 
minister but at the least foreshadowing 
the actions of the new prime minister, as 
yet unknown, who will emerge from the 
Liberal convention. 


Unusual -Clarity 


There is no insuperable difficulty 
here. It used to be aceepted that a throne 
speech conceals as much as it reveals 
and Mr. Pearson could doubtless revert, 
if he chose, to the earlier tradition. But 
this would be a rather sharp and perhaps 
embarrassing break from his own 
straight-forward style. Although the 
speech of last May did contain a good 
deal of centennial rhetoric, it has been 
his custom to set out the government's 
program with a good deal of clarity at 
the beginning of each session. At times 
we have even had background briefings 
on the significance of passages placed in 
His Excellency's mouth. 

A party in opposition possesses a 
freedom in conventions not shared by a 
party in power. The Liberals, according 
to their present plans, intend to make 
the Ottawa gathering a serious exercise 
in policy building. This will be no easy 
task. with a _leaderstip struggle in 
progress. .The Conservatives, despite

resolutions (some very controversial) 
which had never gone past the commit- 
tee stage. 

But in the case of the Liberals the 
difficulty will be compounded because a 
government must govern and not be 
governed, even by its own supporters 
assembled in convention. This was shown 
rather painfully at the time of the last 
liberal meeting. Scarcely had the echoes 
died away when the prime minister 
made # very plain that he could not be 
bound by a resolution calling for a North 
American-Garibbean free trade area. 

The problem is even more awkward 
when the leadership is involved. Mr. 
Pearscn presides over -a-—cabinet which 
has long been divided on economic 
issues. In seeking to maintain a balance 
he has sometimes gone to extraordinary 
lengths; for example, in bringing back to 
his council Mr. Waiter Gordon, who was 
so much the leader of an opposition 
within the party that he even challenged 
the government in external affairs. That _ 
deep dtferences persist is manifest from 


Mr. Pearson’s own long and damaging 
silence on the key issue of medicare. 

Such: dangerous issues are not easily 
blurred at the best of times. How are the 
rainisers to preserve the necessary 
appearance of unity when the various 
contenders for leadership are bidding 
against each other for delegate support. 
Some Liberals already see the conven- 
tion as the climax of a long struggle to 
determine whether the party will con- 
tinue on the radical path favored by Mr. 
Gordon, or whether it will veer back 
towards the middle of the road. 

This can only mean that a new 
session before April will open at a time 
of great-uncertainty.. But perhaps it is 
not necessary. The backlog of unfinished 
business will probably take a good deal 
longer than is generally assumed. A 
recess until after the convention would 
permit the new prime minister to meet 
Parliament with his own program. This 
would seem the best solution even if it 
meant another losing battle with the 
calendar at the end of 1968.

Concorde and Technology's Challenge 


RONY of ironies, Britain and France 
have shown what co-operation can 
produce at the very moment General de 
Gaulle is manning the barricades to keep 
Britain out of the 
European Common 
Market. The doors of ~ 
a hangar in Southern 
France. opened last 
week and there, for 
all the world to see, 
was a prototype of 
the first -supersonic 
jetiiner, jointly de- 
veloped by the Brit- 
ish and French air-

the words of the British Minister of 
Technology, Anthony Wedgwood Benn, it 
would henceforth be known to the British 
not as Concord, but as the French-style’ 


Concorde, the final ‘e’ standing - for 
“excellence, for England, for Europe and 
for the Entente—that alliance of sym- 
pathy and affection which binds our two 
countries together.’’ 

The obvious question which arises is: 
Why does the co-operation end with’ 
projects like the Concorde? It is a 
question which increasingly puzzles ahd 
vexcs European leaders. They see here 
the mucleus of European technology and 
feel that its urgent development is 
imperative if Europe is not to fall into 
total dependence of ‘the United States for 
the products of advanced technology in 
industry. It is recognized that. the nations 
of Europe individually have not .the

resources to challenge American domi- 
nance, Their comparatively small mar- 
kets do not justify the huge research and 
development costs which American in- 
dustries easily absorb in the course of 
pioncering a new process. Neither do 
individual European states have anything 
on the scale of the U.S. space and 
military programs generating: futuristic 
technologies at government expense. 
Only Britain and France are still within 
hailing distance of the Americans and it 
is recognized that the European techno- 
logical future is in their hands. 

How long can General de Gaulle avoid 
coming fully to grips with this issue? He 
is certainly not doing so at present, for 
all his protestations of concern about the 
Amenecan threat to European ‘industry. 
He spurns the most promising path to 
Eurupean technological co-operation— 
British membership of the Market. 

He argues that British Market 
membership is not necessary for co- 
operation, often pointing to Concorde as 
proof of the fact. But he will convince no 
one that as much can be done without 
Britain in, as with Britain as a member 
of tho ECM. The Wilson government 
which has offered to participate in a 
European technological community, has 
made’ it clear #t will be much more 
reserved in its approach to co-operation 
if ft is to occur outside the Common 
Market framework. Britain spends far 
more. than all the other European 
countries put together on research and 
development, has highly-developed aero-

French-English Relations 
Cause Growing Concern 


By The Canadian Institute of Public Opinion 


The apparent turmoil in Quebec, created by separatists 
General de Gaulle’s-interference and other aienaiiie, hes only 
slightly increased public apprehension over French-English 
relations during the past year. But there has been a progres- 
sive rise in concern since 1963: 


Today the same ratio of people (27 per cent) think feelings 
are better, as thought this way in 1966 and 1963. However, 
38 per cent feel relations between French and English-spe: 
Canadians are worse, -as compared to 33 per cent last year 
and 27 per cent five years ago, 

As has been shown in other related surveys, the people 
of Quebec are the optimists in regard to French-English 
relations. A third of the population (34 per cent) in that 
province say feelings are betfer and 28 per cent say worse. 

In the west, on the other hand, less than a quarter of the 
voters (22 per cent) think feelings are better and almost half 
the people (46 per cent) say worse. Ontario citizens fall be- 
tween these two regions—26 per cent say better, 40 per cent 
worse.

A big round of labor-management: negotiations 
is expected to make headlines in 1968. 

Major contracts expire in a number of fields, 
including logging and lumber, pulp, construction 


and local government. 
Biggest interest may 


be generated among 


the public employees—particularly municipal .and 


hospital workers. 


Companies with . contracts 
expiring on Dec. 31 have 
already received the demands 
of their employees.. Unions 
with expiry dates during the 
coming year are mapping 
their proposals now. 

In the “forest industry, the 
biggest in B.C., the contract 
between coastal wood pro- 
ducts companies and the 
International Woodworkers of 
America expires in June. 

This agreement covers 
26,000 workers in logging 
camps and plywood, lumber 
and. shingle manufacturing 
plants including 1,800 on 
southern Vancouver Island. 


40,000 Involved 


Contracts between three 
pulp and paper unions and the 
pulp industry throughout B.C. 
expire one month after the 
coastal IWA one. 

Between them, these talks 
will involve nearly 40,000 
persons. 

Major agreement up for 
renewal in the construction 
industry is the one with the 


| United Brotherhood of Car- 


penters. It expires April 30. 
The union will hold a wage 


conference at the end of 
January to formulate its 
proposals. 


Construction unions are ex- 
pected to try to streamline 
the various agreements so 
that major points, such as 
hours of work and termination 
dates, coincide. There would 
then be~ something like ‘a 
master agreement. 

Carpenters and electricians 
have already ‘won the 37%- 
hour work week and it is 
expected there will be a 
further demand in the coming 
year to reduce this amount. 


New Awakening 


For yéars the spotlight has 
fallen on the hourly-rated blue- 
collar workers but the long- 
‘quiet public service and white- ~ 
collar employees are showihg 
signs of awakening. 

Many hospital, municipal 
and school board contracts 
expire inthe coming year, 
including most of the ones in 
Greater Victoria. 

Already into negotiations 
are the Hospital Employees’ 
Union, Local. 180, and the 
Registered Nurses’ Associa- 
tion of B.C., comprising a 
combined total of about 10,000 
members at about 60 general 
hospitals. 

The nurses want monthly 
salary increases of more than 
50 per cent, which may stand 
as the biggest pay demand of 
anv groun this year. 

The national president of 
the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, Stan Little, tokd a 
Vancouver civic workers rally 
this month that public em- 
ployees have been like docile 
anima's but are. changing into 
militant unionists. 

He added that public em- 
ployees believe they should be 
paid the same money they 
would get in private industry 
and that they aren’t ready to 
subsidize the community to 
the point of getting lower pay. 

Both, sides have said the 
coming year will be a tough 
one for contract renewals.

Up Over 


MELBOURNE (CP) — The 
drift, of Australian teachers 


| across the Pacific to Canada 


has become so serious it is 
being called the ‘“‘classroom: 
brain drain.”’ 

Last year, 300 resigned here 
to. seek a new career in 
Canadian schools. Up to Sept. 
30 this year, 413 had quit. 
Every month more and more 
are leaving. 

These resignations are 
worrying enough for Aus- 
tralian education authorities, 
but the drain is. no longer 
confined to teachers, valuable 
as they are. 

One of Australia’s leading 
education specialists, Dr. 
Brvan Clarke, 44, vice-princi- 
pal of a centre for deaf 
children in Melbourne, is 
going to Vancouver. 

And a brilliant young 
lecturer in psychology at 
Monash University, Mel- 
bourne, Dr. Alan Worthington, 
31, is moving to Trent Uni- 
versity at. Peterborough, Ont: 

Dr. Clarke has specialized 
since 1954 in the teaching of 
deaf children. At a school in 
Kew, Melbourne, he has been 
training teachers to work with 
deaf children. His outstanding 
pioneering efforts have put 
the State of Victoria far in the 
lead in educational opportuni- 
ties for handicapped children. 

He leaves Australia Jan. 6 
for Vancouver where he will 
be associate. professor of 
special education -at the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia. 

Dr. Clarke will get $4,000 a 
year more in Vancouver than 
he does in Melbourne; Dr. 
Worthington $8,000 more at 
Trert than at Monash. But 
both stress that it isn’t only 
the money that is persuading 
them to yproot their families 
and move.

Dr. Clarke will “stm” be 
traizing teachers in special- 
ized work, but at the univer- 
sity’ in British Columbia he 
will have more freedom than 
in Melbourne.

_ Thé’_seal at -the circus _is 
classified in the animal order 
Pinnipedia, meaning fin-footed. 
He has dozens of cousins and on 
the subject of basic daily habits, 
each species has its own ideas. 
The details of their behavior 
patterns are not easy to study 
because scientists must go to 
sea in order to observe them. 
What’s more, many seals mi- 
grate to and from their breed- 
ing grounds. And many tend to 
change their behavior with their 
seasonal visits to lgnd and sea. 
Hence, we cannot give aj 
detailed report of all their 
sleeping habits. . 

The Celtic peoples of Scotland 
and Iréland had some fabulous 
notions about the night life of 
their seals. They claimed that 
these sea-going mammals come 
ashore at night, shed their fur 
coats and frolic around like sky 
larking human beings. A mod- 
ern scientist might smile at 
these legends, but naturally he 
would write them off as folk 
fantasy. However, he might 
offer a suggestion as to how 
these yarns got started. Many 
types of seal come ashore to 
sleep at night. In the moonlight, 
a glistening wet herd settling 
down for a sound night's sleep 
might, just might, be mistaken 
for frolicking people. 

The mammals have the most 
highly developed brains and 


kingdom. This complicated bio- 
logical equipment requires regu- 
lar periods of rest.and sleep. All 
the mammals sleep, but their 
patterns range from short cat 
naps to the deep, long winter 
coma of hibernation. 


Sleeps in Water 


Most land mammals seck| 
quiet shelters for their sleep 
periods. ‘But the seal is a sea- 
going mammal and the sea 
offers no shelter from. prowling 
sharks and bloodthirsty killer 
whales.

Most seals’ share life with a| 
herd of friends and_ relatives.

And, since there is safety in} 
numbers, it also provides pro- 
jtection from their enemies. 
| Most species love to bask and 
during these daylight dozes, a 
few old troupers can be trusted 
to keep an eye open for trouble.

His relatives bask and doze on 
the rocks off the British Colum- 
bia coast and perhaps sleep) 
there at night. Other species} 
that live along more desolate 
shores are believed to come 
ashore for a safe and sound 
sleep every night of the year.

to each other. Many ‘species 
migrate -at certain seasons to 
their ancestral breeding grounds 
on remote islands.

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New Law for a New Era 


iB Bsa UNVEILING OF THE

which are being presented. Such 
giant aircraft as the Concorde—un- 
doubtedly to be followed by others 
—will make necessary new agree- 
ments on service, new provision for 
the rights of people on the ground 
and in the air, and a new approach 


‘ to legislation governing the world’s 


flying space which now will shrink 
more, quickly than ever. 
It is odd but true that in some 


_ respects more progress in legal con- 
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cepts has been made in space travel 
than in air travel, for the newness 
of the former medium has made 
necessary new guides for its use. 
Thus the recent Outer Space Treaty 
laid the basis for the peaceful ex- 
ploration and use of outer space, 
the moon and other celestial bodies. 
This is a move toward a common 
rejection. of the military use of 
space—a concept which has had 
very limited application in the na- 
tions’ use of the air. “Like new de- 
partures in international control of 
the ocean floor and its resources, 
the discussions on space indicate a 
recognition of a new global respon- 
sibility among the nations—the 
glimmering of an understanding 
that the earth must be kept safe 
for the benefit of all peoples. 

Mr. Martin raised some specific 
points in his address to the Second 
International Conference on Air and 
Space Law. Two matters of pres- 
ent concern are agreements on as- 
sistance and return. of astronauts, 
and on the liability for damage re- 


sulting from launching objects into 
space. Here even the basic terms 
‘must be defined before any concrete 
agreement can be reached. And 
there may be interesting repercus- 
sions, for the new concepts in re- 
_gard to space liability, for instance 
may bring about a new look at ex- 
isting practices in regard to liabil- 
ity in the air, because obviously 
there would have to be a measure 
of-harmony in the approaches of 
the law to these two problems. 

Jurisdiction in air space may 
be enforceable at comparatively low 
altitudes, but outer space raises new 
problems. Equally so does the im- 
pending era of giant airliners with 
their sonic booms and the ground 
measures necessary to counteract 
them. The new airports which will 
be necessary create questions of lo- 
cation and public liability. Recogni- 
tion of the principle of freedom of 
the air, with its problems of over- 
flight, will require a high degree of 
international integration in- pooling 
arrangements, union agreements, 
and mergers to spread the enormous " 
costs of the new equipment over 
larger business bases. This indi- 
cates that bilateral agreements in 
air travel may soon become obso- 
lete and that far-reaching multilat- 
eral agreements will be necessary 
from now on. ’ 

In meeting these new problems 
of air space, the growing experience 
in outer space law is bound to ex- 
ert some influence on our thinking. 
The questions raised by the impact 
of technology are pushing the na- 
tions into new fields of international 
co-operation. Our jurists will have 
to meet this challenge as success- 
fully aS the scientists and engineers 
are meeting theirs.

LTHOUGH THE TERM “CLI- 
ent state” for a dependent of 
one of the great, powers is com- 
monly used, it is becoming obvious 
that the description is seldom ac- 
curate.

President Johnson, in his latest 
television address to his .country, 
made the point several times that 
peace might be found through in- 
formal talks between South Viet- 
namese President Thieu and leaders 
of the’ National Liberation.

The reaction of President Thieu was 
that he would talk to NFL spokes- 
men only if they defected to the 
Saigon regime. This intransigence 
on the part of a chief of state who 


is in effect little. more than an_ 


American puppet may seem strange 
unless it is recognized that the Un- 
ited States is also a captive of the. 
South Vietnam government. The 
Saigon regime is no doubt involved 
in corruption; some of its army 
lacks the will to fight; it delays land 
reforms or economic reforms which 
are necessary; but it knows that the 
investment of the United States in 
terms_of men killed, money spent 
and prestige committed is so great 
that an American withdrawal is im- 


possible unless Saigon is willing to 
negotiate. 

West Germany and Greece are 
two other vivid examples of how 
“client states’ can entrap their 
sponsor. Both were armed by the 
United States as bulwarks against 
Communism; both are proving to 
be an embarrassment—Greece with 
its reactionary military dictatorship 
based on American arms, and West 
Germany with its awkward attitude 
toward the nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty. 

There are many other instances 
of the same phenomenon, and not 
only for the United States but for 
Soviet Russia, which also exercises 
extra-territorial influence. China 
was the “client state” which got out 
of the control of Russia, while Cuba 
is a thorn in Moscow’s side and Yu- 
goslavia, Romania, Egypt and Syria 
are also providing headaches. 

The lesson seems to be that for- 
eign aid inculcates self-sufficiency 
in the beneficiary, which in turn 
leads to a tendency to throw off the 
reins of the donor country. In the 
enlightened foreign-aid programs of 
today this, of course, is the objec- 
tive. But another factor in the ul- 
timate decline of “imperialistic” ges- 
tures is that too often,,the donor 
nation fails to adapt to new condi- 
tions inside and outside the evolving 
client state. Seeking mainly to re- 
tain the’ status quo, its policiés 
come outdated and unworkable, and 
its influence consequently dwindles.

FROM OTTAWA 


R. PEARSON, the most incurably 
optimistic prime minister in our 


, history, is once again in trouble with the 


calendar. As the cen- 
tennial session mani- 
festly cannot be fit- 
ted into centennial 
year, the unfinished 
business will have to 
be carried forward as 
it was at the end of 


end of 1966. The 
difficulty is certainly 
not on this. occasion 
attributable to an 
obstructionist opposition. After the 
struggles of last spring, the government 
planned a centennial . session devoted 
largely to social legistation of a 
character. unlikely to divide members on 
partisan ‘Hines. 

A good deal of time has been given 
over to matters -such as capital 
punishment and divorce reform and 
more weeks will be demanded when 
Parliament resumes. In addition the 
Conservatives under Mr. Stanfield’s 
leadership have been. markedly co- 
operative, according the government a 
valuable breathing space by treating the 
issue of national unity, at least for the 
present, as out of bounds. 


Financial Upset 


What was obviously not contemplated 
when Mr. Pearson, in a burst of August 
enthusiasm, proposed a bill-a-day pace 
for the resumed session, was - the 
financial crisis, which necessitated a 
second budget. But the proposal was 
never a realistic objective. There has 
always been a gap between the 
government's aspirations, which are 
limitless, and its capacity to manage 
Pariiament’s business. For example, no 
prime minister has attached such 
importance to committees, but in fact a 
dozen of them are not organized even 
now, and the list of dormant groups 
includes such important committees as 
that on public accounts. 

In- announcing his decision to resign 
following the Liberal leadership conven- 
tion next spring, Mr. Pearson left the 
impression that what he had in mind was 
a bit of tidying up when’ Parliament 
returns in January, a short break and 
then a new session, But he was rather 
vague about these ‘plans and seemed 
more concerned to dispel the impression 
that, as” outgoing leader, he would suffer 
any diminution of authority either irf his 
party or in Parliament or in the federai- 
provincial conference next February. 

It may, in fact, be a good thing if Mr. 
Pearson on this occasion, falls even 
farther behind in his struggle with the 
calendar. For a new session prior to 
April will mean a new throne. speech, 
written of course by the present prime 
minister but at the least foreshadowing 
.the actions of the new prime minister, as 
yet unknown, who will emerge from the 

Fal convention. ; 


Unusual Clarity 


There is no insuperable difficulty 
here. It used to be accepted that a throne 
speéch conceals as much as it reveals 
and Mr. Pearson could doubtless revert, 
if he chose, to the dartier tradition. But 
this would be a rather sharp and perhaps 
embarrassing break from his own 
straight-forward style. Although the 
speech of last May did contain a good 
deal of centennial rhetoric, it has been 
his eustom to set out the government's 
program with a good deal of clarity at 
the beginning of each session.

Concorde and Technology's Challenge 


RONY of ironies, Britain and France 
have shown what co-operation can 
produce at the very moment General de 
Gaulle is manning the barricades to keep 
Britain out of the 
European Common 
Market. The doors of 
a hangar in Southern 
France opened last 
week and there, for 
all the world to see, 
was a prototype of 
the first supersonic 
jetliner, jointly de- 
veloped by the Brit- _ 
ish and French air- 
craft industries. In 
the words of the British Minister of 
Technology, Anthony Wedgwood Benn, it 
would henceforth be known to the British 
not as Concord, but as the French-style 
Concorde, the fimal ‘e’ standing for 
“excellence, for England; for Europe and 
for the Entente—that alliance of sym- 
pathy and affection which binds our two 
countries - together.” 

The obvious question which arises is: 
Why does the co-operation end with 
projects like the Concorde? It is a 
question which increasingly puzzles and 
vexes European leaders. They see here 
the nucleus of European technology and 
feel that its urgent development is 
imperetive if Europe is not to fall into 
total dependence of the United States for 
the products of advanced technology in 
industry. It is recognized that the nations 
of Europe individually have not the 


resources to challenge American domi- 
nance. Their comparatively small mar- 
kets do not justify the huge research and 
development costs which American in- 
dustries easily absorb in the course of 
pioneering a new process, Neither do 
individual European states have anything 
on the scale of the U.S. space and 
military programs generating futuristic 
technologies at government expense. 
Only Britain and France are still within 
hailing distance of the Americans and it 
is recognized that the European techno- 
logical future is in their hands. 

How lorig can General de Gaulle avoid 
coming fully to grips with this issue? He 
is certainly not doing so at present, for 
all his protestations of concern about the 
American threat to European industry. 
He spurns the most promising path to 
Eurupean technological co-operation— 
British membership of the Market. 

He argues that British Market 
membership is not mecessary for co- 
operation, often pointing to Concorde as 
proof of the fact. But he will convince no 
one that as much can be done without 
Britain in, as with Britain as a member 
of the ECM. The Wilson government 
which has offered to participate in a 
European technological community, has 
made it clear it will be much more 
reserved in its approach to co-operation 
if it is to occur. outside the Common 
Market framework. Britain spends far 
more than all the other European 
countries put together on research and 
development, has highly-developed aero-

(The 
French government is attempting to 
establish one now after watching the 
majority of the French industry fall to 
the American computer giants.) 

Were there mo American challenge, 
Europe could probably get by without 
full British technological co-operation, 
But can #t do so in the present situation? 
The obvious fact remains that the 
challenge continues to grow. The conclu- 
sion of Jean-Jacques Servan-Schreiber in 
his recent, widely read study, Le Defi 
Americain, is significant. He found it is 
not so much the dollar which makes the 
Americans formidable es their techno- 
logical prowess, encouraged by effective 
mass education and marketing policies. 

There is a further aspect of the 
Gauitst attitude which is highly ques- 
tionable. As always, the orientation is 
toward the protection of national sover- 
eignty. This is almost certainly incom- 
patible with the sort of technological 
development which is mecessary. 
Uniformity is the essence of the U.S. 
achievement. Funds are allocated by 
centralized authorities, whether govern- 


ment or industry, on the. basis of policy . 


decis‘ons which will apply to the country 
as a whole. Resources need not be split 
between a variety of projects tailored to 


To Compete 


If it is to compete with the 
Americans, Europe can hardly help 
moving toward centralization and policy 
harmonization, Sovereignty must of 
necewity be compromised. What the 
Common Market has achieved in this 
direction, despite Gen. de Gaulle, is only 
a start. There és a need for co-ordinated 
tax and tariff policies and a common 
company law fo encourage cross-boun- 
cary mergers producing European com- 
panies. (U.S. companies doing over $300 
million business yearly outnumber com- 
parable companies based in the Common 
Market by six to one.) There will also 
ultimately be a need for a common 
military procurement policy. This cannot 
be divorced from the wider issue of the 
future military role of Europe, and is in 
some ways unattractive. But while 
Eurupe follows separate procurement 
policies, it will be handicapped in its 
efforts to compete technologically with 
the United States, An indication of the 
sort of handicap was provided this 
summer when the Anglo-French variable- 
gecometry fighter aircraft was cancelled.

About 1,500 local govern:

Such an increase would be 
in line with raises already 
approved for part of the 
group—outside civic workers 
in Victoria and Saanich. 

Nearly all contracts cover- 
ing members of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees 
are open for re-negotiation in 
1968, said’ Tom Smith, ‘local 
CUPE representative. 

They include civic workers 
in Victoria, Saanich, Oak 
Bay and Esquimalt and em- 
ployees, other than teachers, 
at the Greater Victoria, Saan- 
ich ang Sooke School Boards, 
Vi a Public Library, plus 
eral smaller units. 


Kelvey, in charge of labor 
relations for the Union of B.C. 
Municipalities, told a muni- 
cipal meeting in Powell River 
“it is going to be a long, hot 
summer,” 

Only 48 contracts were 
opened in 1967 but there will 
be 102 in the coming year. 


He told delegates that. area 
manuals were being prepared 
to inform all municipalities of 
existing agreements. 

“For many years the unions 
have delighted in playing one 
city against another and they 
will continue to do so until we 
Kitow exactly what our neigh- 
boring municipalities are 
doing,” he said last summer. 

“The unions are organized, 
we must be organized, too.”’ 

Last month, after a wage 
conference of the B:C. division 
of the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees, a union 
spokesman warned: 

“Delegates were cognizant of 
the efforts of employers to co- 
ordinate their bargaining 
strategy and steps are being 
taken to develop similar 
action on the part of public 
employees.” 

The last major contract 
year was 1966 and it saw 39 
strikes and lockouts affect 411 
employers, 24,748 employees, 
anid caused a time loss of 
272,922 working days, or 0.196 
per cent of the total time 
worked.

The number of strikes was 
the second highest since 1951, 


the number of employers 
affected was a record, ¢m- 
Ployees affected was the 


highest since 1959 and time

The number of strikes and 
their’ effects, however, were 
put in perspective by Labor 
Minister Leslie Peterson in a 
New Year’s message at the 
enc of 1966.
